UPPER LOUISIANA. 
Sr. Lovts, April 19. 

Letters have been this day received by 
his exceliency Governor Lewis, and brig- 
adier-general Clark, from lieut. Kingsley, 
commanding officer of the garrison of 
Belle Vue, on the Missisippi ; and from 
Mr. Johnson, U. States’ Facter at that 
post, from which we have been desired to 
publish the following extracts : 


From Lieut. Kingsley, of the \\th inst. 


* At the time I wrote you by Lieut. 
Pryor, I was doubtful, as to the friendship 
of the Indians in this quarter. Those 
doubts have been dissipated by the recent 
occurrences ; and I am now convinced 
that they are disposed for hostilities, and 
delay only to obtain those first advantages, 
which might Jead to ultimate success. 

«I have slept but little for three nights 
past: we labor all day and lie on arms 
all night. If no accident happens, we 
shall move into the new Fort in five days 
from this time. This fort I will pledge 
myself{to defend, against two thousand 
Indians: provided I am supplied with 
small cannon for the block house, with the 
necessaty ammunition, and with two or 
three good men to act as spies. In our 
present defenceless state, the most vigilant 
precautions have been adopted. Tires 
have been kept up at the distance of one 
or twoy bundred yards from the Fort, in 
order that the approaches of an enemy 
might-be more readily discovered, at the 
same time:that they serve for the conceal- 
ment, of our own movements.” 


. Bron Davy Johnson, of the 12th inst, 


“ We have now in sight of the garrison, 
on the opposite side of the river, the whole 
nation of the Sacs, who have been coun-

They declare themselves our friends, tho’ 
we are'somewiat disposed to distrust the 
sincerity of their professions.

Six days more and the troops will 
move into Fort, when we bid defiance to 
the Indians, if the contractors boats will. 
only come on. 

From the foregoing statements, combi- 
ned with the miscellaneous observations 
of Messrs. Kingsley and Johnson in vari- 
ous parts of their letters, we are autho- 


rised to say, thatthe hostile dispositions of | 


the Indians of the Missisippi, and the 
Puants and Sacs particularly, can be no 
longer doubted. Sie ee 
It is not the interest and honor of the 
United States alone, to maintain the es- 
cablishment at Belle Vue, the peace, se-. 
urity and happiness of this territory, also 
require it. The massacre of that garrison 
would put the Indiansain, possession of 
such military stores’ and provisions as’ 
would enable them to Carry on a success-. 
ful warfare on our frontiers, and perhaps 
into the heart of our most ‘populous and 
flourishing settlements. - Av prompt and 
timely check will repress that ardor and 
confidence, which such a triumph would 
necessarily create 
Messrs. Poirloir and Blakely mentioned. 
in the letter of Mr. Johnson, are British 


‘subjects and partners of the Mechanic 


company. The presents alluded to were 
given by them to the Osages, when on a 
visit to the Sacs last wifter, with the a- 
vowed purpose of engagifg them in a hos- 
tile combination against the United States. 

The Osages are not disposed for war ; 
they have resisted ths tepeated solicita- 
tions of the confederacy of the Missisippi, 
and drawn upon themséfves the hostility 
of the Sacs, as well as other tribes, over 
which the British traders have obtained a 
venal and surreptitious influence. 

By arrangement made twelve days ago 
as we understand between Gov. Lewis and 
Capt. Hones, cOmmanding the canton- 
ments on the Missouri, the latter gentle- 
man left Belle Fontaine on the 13th, for 
Belle Vue, with sixteen regulars, two 
boats, loaded with provisions, artillery, 
ammunition, and other supplies, necessa- 
ry for the reinforcement of Lieut. Kings- 
ley, in anticipation of-those difficulties 
wich have since occurred, and which are 
alluded to im the ‘general orders lately is-

Vienna, April 12, 

Before’ his Imperial Majesty. left this 
capital, he was pleased to issue the follow- 
ing 

PROCLAMATION, 
“ Francis I. By the Grace of God, Em- 
peror of Austria, &c. 

Prope oF Austria!—-I leave my 
Capital to join the brave defenders of the 
country, assembled on, the frontiers for 
the protection of the state. 

“ For these three years past, I have 
made the utmost exertions to ptocure you, 
my beloved subjects, the blessings of a 
permanent peace. No sacrifice, any ways 
consistent with your welfare,and-with the 
independence of the state, however pain- 
ful, have.I spared to secure your tranquil- 
ity and welfare, by a friendly understand- 
ing with the Emperor of the French. . 

“ But all my endeavors proved fruit- 
less. The Austrian monarchy was also 
to submit to the boundless ambition of the 


| Emperor Napoleon: and in the same 


manner he strives to subdue Spain, insults 
the sacred. Head of the Church, appropri- 
ates to himself the provinces of Italy, and 
parcels out-the German dominions. Atus- 
tria was to do homage to the great 
empire, the. formation of which he has 
loudly announced. 

“T have adopted all necessary measures 
to assert the independence of the state. 
Not only have ye answered my call, but 
your love your native country has prompt- 
ed you to anticipate it. Accept my cor- 
dial thanks ; they will be repeated by my 
posterity and yours. Self defence, not in- 
vasion, was our aim. But the Congueror 
will not allow the Sovereign of his people, 
strong in their mutual confidence, to pos- 
scss sufficient means to oppose his umbi- 
tious views. He declared himself hostile 
to Austria, unless*she should relinquish 
her measures of defence, and prostrate 
herself disarmed at his feet.—The dis- 
graceful proposal was rejected, and now 
his host’are advancing against us, arrayed 
for battle. apt 

“I confide in Gop—in the valor of my 
armies iv the heroic conduct ef-my broth- 
er who leads them on to glory, in yousmy 
beloved people. Our exertions for this 
war are great; but such they must be in 
order to attain more securely the impor- 
tant object of self preservation.” ~ <> . 

“ W hat you have hitherto done: is. the. 
most unquestionable pledge of the power- 
ful assistance which 1 am to reccive from: 
you: They who bear no arms, will also 
share in the protection of their country. 
Unanimity, order, obedience, activity end 
confidence, constiiute the real strength of 
anauon. You have evinced them, and to 
this alone is it Owing,.that we start with 
a fair prospect of success, than we ever 
did —Fortanate events will not unnerye 
your energy, nor disastrous occutrences, 
should any happen, shake your firm re- 
selve.
